Thanks  Robyn,  these  look  great.  My  nit  picky  suggestion  is  rename  mine  features  as 
follows: 

Change  "Gold  Dust  Mine"  to  "Gold  Dust  Shaft" 

Change  "Willard  Mine  Tunnel"  to  "Willard  Tunnel" 

Change  "Puzzle  Mine  Extension  Shaft"  to  "Puzzle  Extension  Shaft" 

Change  "Cally  Mine  Adit"  to  "Cally  Adit" 

Change  "Puzzle  Mine  No.  2"  to  "Willard  Adit  No.  2" 

The  reason  being  that  there  is  no  "Willard  Mine,"  there  is  no  "Cally  Mine."  There  is  the 
Willard  Tunnel  access  way  to  the  Puzzle  Mine,  and  the  Cally  adit  access  way  to  the 
Ouray  Mine.  Anyway,  it's  all  historic  mining  semantics. 

Flume  locations:  one  is  at  or  just  west  of  IG-13.  The  other  is  midway  between  IG-7  and 
IG-6.  I haven't  installed  the  dataloggers  yet  because  I had  to  buy  a cable  to  hook  up  to 
the  logger  docking  station.  I plan  to  put  them  in  next  Monday  and  to  be  at  the  event  on
